Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-34 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 6-34 are allowed because there is no prior art of record that either 
teaches or suggests a display device comprising the specific limitations recited in the 
following claims: 

Claims 6 and 12 

orientation films having antiparallel orientation directions to each other, 
wherein orientation films have a surface tension greater than or equal to 40 
dyne/cm and less than 70 dyne/cm, and spacing between a pair of substrates is 
greater than 0pm and less than 3.5pm. 
Claim 17 

orientation films having antiparallel orientation directions to each other, 
wherein spacing between a pair of substrates is greater than 0pm and less than 
3.5pm, and said pair of orientation films comprises the same material. 
Claims 23 

orientation films having antiparallel orientation directions to each other, 
wherein said orientation films have a surface tension greater than or equal to 40 
dyne/cm and less than 70 dyne/cm, and said pair of orientation films comprises 
the same material.
